One  family  called  Barratt 
in  England  on  the  persecution  of  the  French  Protestants 
consequent  upon  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes. 

Guppy  says  Baraet  was  a  personal  name  of  Teutonic 
origin  occurring  in  England  in  pre-Doomsdey  times.

James  Barrett  had  a  patent  in  1692,  but  it  was  deserted 

by  him  and  later  taken  up  by  William  Barrett  in  1705,  (his  son), 

(James  City  B§,  p  658) 

Catherine  Barrett  had  a  grant  of  4oo  acres  in  1714  on 
the  Chickahominy. 

William  Barrett  listed  on  Rent  Rolls  of  James  City  in 
1704  for  305  acres. 

In  1718  William  Barrett  was  Church  Warden  of  Wilmington 
Parish,  James  City  County.  (Hening) 

From  the  preoeeding  data  the  Barrett  pedigree  seems  to 
run  as  follows: 

1.  William  Barrett-  warden  of  the  London  Company,  1610, 

2.  Thomas  Barrett  in  vi.rrinia  1621,  established  Barrett’s 
Ferry.  Had  at  least  two  sons,  William  and  Francis, 

3.  William  Barrett,  Burgess  and  Councillor,  and  died 
before  1654.  hargaret  Barrett  evidently  his  widow. 

4.  James  Barrett  was  married  ante  1677  to  Mary  White, 
and  still  living  in  1692,  when  he  patented  land. 

5.  William  Barrett  takes  up  land  that  his  father,  James, 
patented  in  1692  and  deserted  in  1?05.  He  may  have  married  Cath¬ 
erine  who  had  a  grant  of  4co  acres  on  the  Chickahominy  in  1714. 

He  probably  had  a  brother  Charles  who  married  Kary  Chiswell. 

In  1716  Charles  Cn i swell  of  Hanover,  in  behalf  of  Mary  Barrett, 
offered  to  undertake  the  keeping  of  the  college  table  at  the 
cost  of  Lll  for  each  scholar  per  annum.  She  left  two  sons,  Char¬ 
les  and  Robert.  Robert  qualified  as  master  of  the  Indian  School

at  the  college  in  1737.  He  was  minister  of  St.  Martin’s  parish 
from  175^.

Anything  Hike  a  connected  line  ends  here.  There  are 
fragmentary  records  of  members  of  succeeding  generations  in 
various  places.  The  records  of  James  City  County  were  destroyed 
long  ago,  with  only  two  of  the  early  books  remaining.  From  the 
information  they  yield  we  find  the  Barrett  family  seated  at  the 
Ferry  plantation,  and  at  Barrett’s  N©ck  in  James  City.  From 
there  they  spread  to  other  parts  of  the  State-  Hanover,  Louisa, 
Amherst,  Goochland,  Norfolk  and  Southampton. 

It  is  the  Southampton  branch  with  which  we  are  con¬

John  Barrett  patented  100  acres  of  land  in  Isle  of  Wight 


County  in  1727 ,  in  that  part  of  the  County  which  was  cut-off  to 


form  Southampton  in  1748.  It  is  described  in  the  patent  as  on 


the  County  line  betwixt  Nansemond  and  Isle  of  Wight. 

Since  the  name  does  not  appear  on  the  1704  tithable  lists 
for  Isle  of  Wight  or  for  any  of  the  adjoining  counties,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  came  from  the  north  side  of  the 
James  River  with  the  migration  from  the  counties  of  Warwick, 

York  and  James  City  when  the  vast  tracts  of  Indian  lands  were 
opened  up  on  the  Nottoway  River. 

There  are  no  records  in  Isle  of  Wight  County  pertaining 
to  John  Barrett,  but  the  Southampton  records  indicate  that  he 
left  three  sons-  Jacob  and  William  Barrett.

In  1757  Jacob  Barrett  sold  to  Abram  Matthews,  for  £10 
plantation  on  S  side  of  Cypress  Swamp,. 100  acres  bounded  by  the 
County  line  betwixt  Nansemond  and  Southampton  Counties-  granted 
to  John  Barrett  by  patent  bearing  date  June  16,  1727,  (South¬ 
ampton  Deed  Book  2,  pi  52) 


He  was  survived  by  a  son  John  Barrett  who  was  living  in 
1786,  and  by  a  son  Jacob  Barrett,  who  with  his  wife  Mary,  sold 
land  to  his  cousins,  (Jordan  Barret^  and  Benj.  Barrett  in  1799. 
(DB  9,  p  116-117) 


Jacob  died  in  1826,  and  his  inventory  is  recorded  in 
Will  Book  10,  p  ?4.  He  had  a  son  Parker  Barrett  who  married 
Susanna  Turner  in  Nov.  1817;  a  daughter  Elizabeth  who  married 
Elisha  D.  Britt  in  Feb.  1827,  and  possibly  a  son  Jacob. 

Parker  end  Susanna  joined  the  migration  to  the  south, 

and  their  descendents  can  probably  be  traced  through  North  Caro¬ 
lina  .

His 
father  married  Peggy  Morris  when  John  E.  Ill  was  only  two  years 
old,  so  she  was  the  only  mother  he  ever  knew,  and  it  is  natural 
that  he  named  her  as  his  mother  ur  his  marriage  bond.

iirs.  J.  Q.  Hancock  of  Sedley,  Virginia,  grandaughter  of  James  Madison 
Barrett  and  daughter  of  John  Calhoun  Barrett  compiled  the  information 
concerning  the  family  of  her  grandfather  James  .  adison.  The  records  were 
obtained  from  his  Bible. 

The  genealogical  line  is  carried  out  to  the  third  generation,  just  as 
it  is  clone  with  the  J.  3.  Barrett  III  family-  that  is;  James  M.  Barrett, 
his_  children  and  grandchildren.
